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The Building Trades Exhibition, Olympia, 


ADDISON ROAD, W. 





is being held at Olympia, Addison- 

road, W., was opened on Saturday 

last week by Mr. H. G. Montgomery, 
the promoter, in the absence through indis- 
position of Mr, Leonard Stokes, President of 
the Royal Institute of British Architects, who 
was announced to perform the opening cere- 
mony. A large company assembled at the 
main entrance to the Exhibition at 12.30 p.m., 
and a brief inspection of the exhibits was 
made, after which Mr. Montgomery, speak- 
ing from the stand of the Expanded Metal 
Company, declared the Exhibition open. 
He said he had been connected with similar 
exhibitions for the last seventeen or eighteen 
years, and he thought that the present was 
the best exhibition of all. A large party 
then proceeded to the Pillar Hall to the 
inaugural luncheon, Mr. Montgomery pre- 
siding. 
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After luncheon the Chairman proposed the 
toast of ‘‘The King,” and referred to the 
interest which His Majesty had taken in 
previous Building Trade Exhibitions. 

The toast having been honoured, 

Mr. Arthur Keen, President of the Archi- 
tectural Association, said he had been asked 
to tender the thanks of those present to the 
Chairman for his hospitality, and he did so 
very heartily, and wished the Chairman the 
greatest possible success and prosperity. Mr. 
Montgomery had been responsible for a good 
many exhibitions, and each one appeared to 
be a little better than the one before it, and, 
as far as one could judge from a hasty 
inspection, the present exhibition was the 
best of all. 

Mr. Ernest George, A.R.A., seconded the 
motion, and referred to the organising ability 
of Mr. Montgomery in bringing together such 
an exhibition, which deserved, and no doubt 


would be, a great success. He also referred 
to the question of the state of the building 
trade and the possibility of a revival in trade. 
He was rather old-fashioned, and wished 
they could keep to brick and stone, but there 
were a thousand and one new things dis- 
played which they were bound to consider. 
Mr. Montgomery, who was received with 
musical honours, said as to a revival in the 
building trade he was perhaps in a better 
position than anyone else to gauge the trend 
of affairs in that direction, and he could say 
that there was a break in the clouds that 
had hung so heavily for so many years over 
the building trades. The break might be a 
small one—no bigger than a man’s hand—but 
he was sure it was there, and that, despite 
the penalties of Form IV., there was a distinct 
promise of a revival in the building trade. 
The wish perhaps was father to the thought, 
but if they were present in two years’ time at 
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the next Exhibition, as he hoped they would 
be, he thought they would be of opinion that 
he was a wise prophet. 

The proceedings then terminated. 


THE EXHIBITION. 


‘The visitor to successive building exhibi- 
tions will generally associate each with a 
definite advance in some particular branch 
of construction or manufacture. Thus in 
previous exhibitions we have noted suc- 
cessively the remodelling of the domestic fire- 
grate, the improvement of the type of brick 
at the disposal of the architect, and the 
marked development in reinforced construc- 
tion. While in all of these we have still 
further advances to note they do not exercise 
so marked an influence on the effect of the 
present Exhibition, in comparison with 
previous ones, as does the notable improve- 
ment in metal-work as applied to the fitting 
up of our buildings. For the last decade we 
have lagged behind the Continent and the 
U.S.A. in the character and finish of the 
metal-work used in completing and furnish- 
ing. Except in the case of the casement 
window metal has hardly been regarded with 
us as a serious competitor with hardwood as 
employed by the joiner and cabinet-maker, 
and but few firms have given any attention 
to the production of high-class metal fitments. 

While this country has maintained a high 
standard of design and construction in the 
more substantial types of wrought metal- 
work, such as grilles, gates, balconies, etc., 
our internal fittings have been rather too 
much like external work, inclined to be crude 
and rough, lacking the more delicate finish 
of the best periods of French work and that 
modelled on this in other countries. These 
defects are now in process of being elimin- 
ated, and our architects are demanding nicety 
and finesse in workmanship that would not 
have been dreamed of ten years ago. With 
this comes quite naturally the use of metal in 
lieu of wood for numerous purposes where a 
material independent of atmospheric changes 
is desirable. Of course, the two materials 
are hardly as yet on the same plane in the 
matter of cost, but the improvement of 
mechanical processes in manufacture has and 
is still bringing the cost of metal construction 
to a point more comparable with that of wood- 
work, and it is evident that the advantages 
of economy in space, wearing qualities, and 
upkeep are assisting it in displacing the 
traditional forms of fittings and joinery. 
Though the further advantage of fire pro- 
tection is also made a great point of, and 
justly so in many instances, such as doors 
and window-frames, we may point out that 
this claim is less valid than might be sup- 
posed in the case of shelving, cabinets, 
lockers, etc. It is surprising to find where 
buildings are properly constructed how little 
is the aggregate damage by fire to contents 
and furniture. Unless fire gets a grip on 
the actual structure losses are small, and 
this risk alone would not justify a large 
additional expenditure. However, the other 
advantages named seem amply suflicient to 
ensure a far more extended use of metal 
fittings in the near future. 

As before stated, though this improvement 
in metal-work may be termed the keynote of 
the Exhibition, it is not to be inferred that 
marked progress will not be observed in 
many other directions. Reinforced work 
shows a number of minor improvements and 
ingenious developments, besides several useful 
forms of bar and lattice. We may note the 
‘““Hy-Rib”’ lathing, which dispenses with 
centring and is especially useful for thin 
partitions, and also some reinforced glass 
pavement and vertical lights to be seen at 
the “ Mack” stall, in which the edges of the 
glass are grooved out entirely to enclose the 
stiffening bar, which is quite invisible. 

In heating and hot-water supply some new 
departures may be noted, perhaps the most 
sensational being that shown by Messrs. R. 
Crittall & Co., where the heating pipes are 
embedded in the wall, thus dispensing with 
the unsightly radiator. It is claimed, more- 
over, that the heating efficiency is greater 
than in the case of exposed surfaces of metal. 
Ventilation is not marked by any very definite 
novelty, though the use of mechanical 
methods seems to be on the intrease, mainly 
through increased facilities in electrical 
power. In this connexion a handy little 
apparatus at the stall of Messrs. Davis & 
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Bennett deserves notice. The numerous 
forms of paint, enamel, and preservatives 
competing for public favour are well ta the 
fore, and seem during recent years to have 
strengthened their position in meeting 
demands for high finish and for an economical 
treatment of domestic woodwork. Many 
other features of the Exhibition deserving of 
mention appear under the separate notices of 
the firms represented there; while in con- 
nexion with these special reviews we may 
refer our readers to the plan issued last week 
showing the position of the various exhibits 
dealt with in our first and in this, our second, 
Special Supplement devoted to the Building 
Trades Exhibition. Additional notices of 
the exhibits will be given in our next issue.

The Binfield Brick and Tile Company.

Ivy and 
box-trees give it a very realistic effect. By 
reason of the variety of colour obtained in 
each class of brick the firm have a _ well- 
deserved reputation. .

The arches over doorways on south and north 
elevations are formed of sections of T. L. B. 
orange red rubbers, with alternate sections of 
special purpose-made radiating light cherry-red 
box moulded facings, set as headers. . 

A feature of the exhibit will be the daily 
exhibitions of cutting and rubbing these bricks 
ready for setting in building, to demonstrate 
the ease with which T. L. B. rubbers can be 
worked, and show the fineness of texture, 
beauty and regularity of colouring of so much 
importance in a good rubber brick.
